Kombio is a Torricelli language spoken by a decreasing number of 
people in Papua New Guinea , as people shift to Tok Pisin . It also 
goes by the name Endangen. Mwi dialect is divergent, but there is 
some degree of difficulty in comprehension between other major 
dialects as well (Wampukuamp, Yanimoi, Wampurun).
